The 
plan of these fort iflcutious dates from the Prem ier­ 
ship of M. Thiers, in 1841; but after the lapse of 
nearly thirty years the works are still incomplete. 
Most of the great fortresses of Europe have been 
constructed, not lor the sake of the cities which they 
enclose, but to defend some object far beyond them . 
They occupy decisive strategic points, the possession 
of which conduces In an especial degree to the pos­ 
session of the cooiraunlcaiions oi’ roads on a possible 
theatre of war. Such are Mayem e at the Junction of 
the Rhine and Main, at the cross of their valleys and 
a t tho intersection of eight roads, and Madgebiirg at 
the intersection of nlue roads. Tho capital of a great 
country, however, ts a grand ‘‘objec iv.^;” if It is for­ 
tified It Is for its own saxe, la order that an enemy m ay 
not by seizing on it lay his hand on the springs of 
public action. Napoleon and Marmout held tb at the 
foriiflcatioiis of Paris would also subserve a fnrtber 
end ami make tiie capital a m ost valuable base of 
mllliary operations; but on this polut opinion Is 
much ulvmcd, and perhaps we are about to witness 
the sohiilon of a jironleni which can only be solved 
experim entally.

1’Here seema 
no doubt now, however, that the brave, but nnfr r- 
tuuute, soldier has passed away. 
Bpared the bn- 
raltlatlun of surviving the disastrous defeat of hte 
army—a defeat due pcrliaiis more to the gross 
treachery or m iserable incapacity of bU suburdt- 
nates than to hte w ant of military skill. 
Aud yet, 
while for tho sake of bis own rep u u tlo n hte death te 
In some respecte a gain lor himieir, Prance m ust 
m onrn the loso of one of her most devoted ^oa« aud 
distlngntehod soldiers. 
Marls Kdins Patrick Maurloo de MacMahon, Mar­ 
shal and Benator otj Fraiioe, was born a t .^ulty, near 
Autun, in Ju ij, i m . 
Ue was descended, as Ins 
nam e indicates, from an Irish family, tbe bead of 
which left R nglaad with Jam es II. aud settled in 
France. At the sem inary of Autun the future Mar­ 
shal received a good edoosUon nntll he was seven­ 
teen years of age, when he was sent to the m ilitary 
school of St. cyr, from whiob he graduated two 
years later and joined the Staff Bchool of Applica­ 
tion as a sons lieutenant. Subsequently he was 
commissioned in the regular array and sent to Al- 
gsrte, where he flrst saw m ilitary servluo. 
In the 
oapaotty of ordo»ly officer te General Aohard be 
acoompauled that com m ander in the flrst Medeah 
expedition. D aring an engagem ent on the Monzata 
river he perform ed a feat ot great daring in carrying 
a despatch tarough the entire Arab arm y »o Blidah. 
At one tune he was entirely surronnded by enemies, 
and only escaped by leaping down an abyao. on the 
brink of wblcti his pnrsuers paused, expeottng th at 
he had been dosued to ptocos. Bis horse was kUlea, 
but beyond a few bruises be snffcred little Injury, 
and was able to continue hte journoy. 
For HiLh tirll- 
llaiit exploit he was decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion Of Honor. 
On tne French governm ent de­ 
ciding to Interveno In the Belgian w ar he was sent, 
still attached to tho staff of General Achard, to 
Belgium, and so dtetluguihhcd liim so F atih e sU ge 
of Antwerp that a t its close he was commissioned 
a captain.

Boon alter he assumed com­ 
m and of a uaiiaUon of chaaseurs belonging tn tho 
fiirco organized by the Duo d’Drleans. At the head 
of these men he iw liieved greater honors lu several 
cam paigns against the Kaoyies. and took a promi­ 
nent p art hi ilio opcriiilous Which resulted »n the 
«.veitiirow of the famous Arab chief, Abd-el-Kader. 
For these services he was twice promoted, winning 
the rank of ueutonaur colonel of the Forelim Legion 
in 1842, and colonel of the Forty first logimeui o f Hie 
Uue ill 1845. 
When the rovolntlon of 1848 took place Colonel 
MacMahon gave in ms adhesion to the republlo, and 
wa.s at once commkHsloned a brigatller general.

Hympathlzeil with, though he did not participate in. 
Hie overihrovr ef the republic, and was one of m e 
firs; offleers ot Hie army to support (ho rcRUiraiiou 
of the empire. Wo may as well state here t ’lai the 
deceased woldfer was never a republican, nor was no 
ever a patUs in of lam is Naiioipon. ft is «lated that 
ne was an adhgrcut ot me urioaus dyiiasiy, but this 
te not ceitaln. 
On tho outbreak of tho Orimean w sr General Mno- 
Mahon was sent lo the scone oi hosHilHes at m e 
head of his brigade. In August. 185:., General Can- 
robert loft the Crimea and MacMahon suci’eoacd 
him in command of the First divisinu oi the French 
army. When the heads ot the allied forces deemed 
upou carrying th e deionces ol Scbastapol by storm 
to Gcnoral MacMihon was assigned tne porlluiis 
duty 01 taking the Maiakoff, acknowledged to havo 
been the strongest of all the foriificatiou.s surround­ 
ing the plivce. How well he periurm cd tins task is 
m atter of history known to all. His men were han­ 
dled magnlflci ntly, and lo tliolr coinm andci’s skill

Honor, aud 
in 1868 Queen Victoria nam ed Uliu Knigtit Grand 
Cross of the O rderof tho Bath, During Hite sam e year 
he WHS promoted to tho rank of m ajor general, and 
a lew weeks later tho tlignity of aeuator of Franco 
w ascon:erred uponjiim . 
liUie In 1838 0< neral MacMahon returned lo Alge­ 
ria, and during the lollowliig year took active nart 
in ilio cam paign ngaiitet the hosUle Arabs. He was 
appointed Commander in-< li’ef of alt Hie forces in 
Algeria in l;68, and a i>:w m ouths later was sum-

At tho head of hte vorps he 
again dtetliiguished hlm.telf on tho battle field. 
On the 30th of June ho won the vtetory of Tiirblgo, 
and Im mediately pushing hte .tioops forward ar­ 
rived on the field of M agenta nex t m orning, 
sirlKing Ihe Austriuns on the flank und enabling 
Hie French to gain a splendid victory. For llite 
hitter Buc-cesA he received the baton of a Msrsliut, 
anil was uamod Due do M agenta, ootU Honors oomg 
conferred up jii him on tne field of batiic. Alter 
peace had been declared Marshal MacMahon re­ 
turned to Fr.'iuce, which lie loft in iHdi for Berlin, 
having hceu sent m ere during ih at year, in iho 
capacitjIotlAm bastailor Extraordinary, to attend the 
coronation of m o present King of Prussia. The 
inagnllieence of h.B display dnring thte'period a t­ 
tracted m arked altentlon, as It alincst eclipsed the 
coronation lestlviuo". 
lu 1882 Marsh,a MacMahon w as m ade Governor- 
in.Chlef of Algeria, where ho was whon the present 
w ar between France and Germany broke out.

On what day Marshal MacMahon died wo have not 
been uiformed. 
Ills has bean the death of a soldier. 
His fame will never oe. linked with dlsUoiior; for, 
though the end of his career was clouded by an 
overwheimliig disaster, history, we ventare to say, 
will acquit him of all resDonalblIlty for the mi.s- 
lortone wincli aiiiiihliaied an army aud dcstrovcl 
an empire.

A pail of gloom darkly overshadows this place.

blight of woo bows down under Its orusbing weight 
many grief-stricken hearts.

her cblldrea aud refusing to be com forted has now 
here Its flftd pcralloL A few words tells the palnfal 
story; but It will be m any years before tho melaw- 
ciioly events of to-day are forgotten. 
At about 
half-past eight o’clock this m orning, while a party ot 
Habbatb school exourslonteta were crossing a foot 
bridge over Toms river tho bridge suddenly gave 
way. precipitating them Into the river. Eight wore 
drowned, several are missing, and a nnm ber sos- 
talnod more or less severe Injuries by pieces of Hie 
bridge failing on them . The following are tne toots 
of tho terrible d u asier as given la detaU, begiuuiug 
with

TUe occasion was the annual exourstun of tne 
Sabbath school attached to tho Methodist Centenary 
cimrcli of this place, of which Rev. Mr. Qraw U 
p.iHlor. It has been the habit for years of m aking a 
special feature of this yearly holiday turn-out of the 
Sabbath school. This year m ore pains than asnal 
was taken regarding it, and for tnls purpose ttio 
Babliath schools of M ethodist cUnrohes at At'.antlc- 
vllie, Eaionton. Brockport and other places In tha 
vicinity were Invited u> participate In the day’s fes- 
Hvltles. 
A band ot m usic was engaged from Red 
Bank, and the expeciatlon was a most pleasant one 
to tho participants. 
While the m ajority of the ex- 
cnrhlonlsts was m ade up of the Sabbath school chii­ 
dron aud I heir teachers, m any ot tho parents and 
others of the various congrogatloos also went. 
LBAYlNa LO.NO BRANCH. 
Tlie party left the railroad depot hera a t a qu arter 
past seven o’clock. There were eleven cars filled 
with the exonrslonlsls. Most of tha cbUdren were 
dressed In white, and happiness and innocence 
gleamed in every yonthful countenance.

w ere U rge baskets filled w ith cold m eats, cakes and 
other appurtonancos 
of their expected midday

river, twenty-flve miles from where, during the 
sum m er and lall m onths, frequent picnics are held. 
Having taken on Its last instalm ent of cxciiraionisia 
swiftly onward sped the train.

the train siopped, aud the excurlontets left the cars. 
Of course, aa te usual in such cases, the children 
were all eagcrrieis.

This bridge is a sort of double bridge, tb at te, the 
m ain p art te for vehicles, w ith a side addition for 
toot passengers. 
Its length is about sixty feet and 
the p art used by foot passengers were s me bIx feet 
wide. Upon tho latter thoio ot the excursionista 
leaving tho cars flrfit and their teachers aud other 
atiéndanla hurriedly rushed.

Mon who could swim jum ped into the w ater and 
lmme.1 lately began tho work of reicuo. Some ran 
for boats. Some hurried for boards and poles, auy- 
thliig th at would serve to buoy up tboje In the 
w ater. Peuplo from the village, who heard tho 
shrieks, ran to reader their aid. But for thte prom pt 
aoUoii a large additional num ber would have been 
drowned.

Columns m ight be filled detailing Incidents con­ 
nected with the casualty. Mrs. Throckmorton floated 
on her back for some time and wa.s aiive when taken 
from the w ater; but died from exnausUon shortly 
after. The young man, Petar Howland, jum ped 
Into the river to rescue tne young latly, Mtea Stytes. 
to whom he was afflanced and was to be m arried In 
two weeks, ho reached her, she threw her arm s 
about his neck aud both were drowned together.

still shut up in Mota, and its only prospect of 
getting out seems to be by capitulation and 
surrender, negotiations for which are said to 
be in progress. 
The gallant MacMahon Is 
dead and bis brare army is on the way to 
Germany to grace the triumph of its conqueror, 
preceded there by him whose ambition has 
brought France to its present pitiable state. 
Vinoy’s corps, and what is designated the 
Army of Lyons, under the command of Count 
Palikao, are both within the walls of Paris 
and are not in a condition to bar the progress 
of the Prussians. 
It is, therefore, expected 
that the beleaguering of the doomed city will 
be undertaken in the early part of next week. 
Indeed, it is stated as a posltiro fact in onr 
special telegraphic correspondence from Paris 
iM t the Eiñg of Prussia has ordered a chateau 
in the neighborhood to be prepared for bis re­ 
ception by Sunday next. 
On the other hand, the idea of seeking or 
consenting to a peace that might be regarded 
as humiliating to the pri te of France does not 
seem to be entertained either by the people or by 
the new republican government. 
Rumors are 
prevalent of offers of mediation being made or 
intended, but no actual movement of the kind 
a])poars to have taken place. 
The prepara­ 
tions for the defence of Paris are being made 
with great energy by General Trochu and the 
Committee of Defence, which has declared 
itself in permanent session. 
No one in Paris 
breathes a whisper looking to submission, and 
yet, according to our special corrospondeut, 
the most deadly apprehension of the impeiul- 
ingsiege prevails am jngthe inhabitants, and a 
desire for peace on any terms. 
An order for

yesterday,

No 
gas any longer iilumines at night tho lately 
brilliant city, and many of the miseries of a 
state of siege are making themselves felt 
already. 
But the new government flinches not 
in its ideas of patriotism and duty. 
Oambctta, 
the Minister of tho Interior, urges the Prefects 
of Departments throughout Franco to postpone 
every thought save that of the national defence, 
and Fuvre, tho Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
President of the Ministry, who accepts with 
gratiinde and profound emotion the act of the 
United States in so promptly recognizing tlio 
establiabmont of the republic, declares that 
France cannot consent to yield a rood of terri­ 
tory. 
We have already commented upon the re­ 
markable change of sentiment that has taken 
place in tho United States on the question of 
the war since the fall of the imperial govem- 
meut and tho aubstltnlion of that of the repub­ 
lic. 
President Grant himself was one of the 
foremost to realize the altered phase which 
those events gave to the war, and he imme­ 
diately directed the Secretary of State to in­ 
struct Mr. Washburne, our Miuister at P.aris, 
to recognize the new order of things the mo­ 
ment that a de facto government was In exist­ 
ence. 
This Mr. Washburne did on Wednesday 
last in the most friendly manner, offorlng the 
congratulations and cympatUies of tho United 
Slates to France. 
Formal though the act may 
Lave been, the manner in which it was per­ 
formed carried with it an assurance of sincerity 
which could not fail to be appreciated at this 
momontons crisis In the affairs of France. 
It 
jiialified the respect recently shown by the 
populace in Paris to the American flag and the 
eloquent allusion to it in Victor Hugo’s speech 
tho other day. 
It Is not merely with the people in tho mass 
nor with the President and high officials of the 
United States that that change of senltment in 
lavor of France is manifested, but even the 
republican parly, which has hitherto been 
courting tho German elomeut iu this country, 
has felt the influence of the altered state of 
things. 
Remar’aable evidence of this is fur- 
nhhcd by the platform adopted on Wednesday 
last In the Republican Slate Convention hold 
at Suraioga, oie of the resolutions hailing 
“ v/lth uamingled joy the new republic of 
France," and another giving a back-handed 
olap to King William by recommending Ger­ 
many to adopt the like free institutions. 
We are aware, therefore, that we reflect the 
predominant sentiment of the country in ex­ 
pressing the ardent desire that France may 
be spared from further sacrifice and humilia­ 
tion. 
Its armies under the Emperor wore 
fighting for territorial extension apd for the 
pci-manence of the Bonaparte dynasty. 
Under 
the republic the shattered remimnt of those 
armies and the whole people are but defend­ 
ing the national existence. 
We had nanght 
but condemation for the ono; we can have 
naught but sympathy and best wishes for the 
other. 
If any mediation on the part of foreign 
governments can avail to save Franco from 
fuither suffering let It be tinderitood that the 
government and people of the United States 
unite most siucerely in tbs objects of that 
medialioo. 
King Wdliam could perfora 
more graceful, and perhaps no wiser, act than 
to extend such offers of peace as the French 
republic can and ought to accept. 
But we 
fear that peaceful counsels will not prevail, 
and that the world is about to witness, in the 
•iege and the probable bombardment and sack 
of Paris, the most tremendous tragedy that 
ever blackened the page of history.

The grand combined march on Paris, which 
the German armies are now rapidly bringing 
to its climax, is a masteiqriece of mUltary fore­ 
sight and precision. 
Our special correspond­ 
ent who described the great battle of Sedan, 
which terminated in the surrender of the 
Emperor and of MacMahon’s entire command, 
took occasion to remark the mathematical 
exactitude of every operation in the Prussian 
service on the field of conflict, and its method 
and 
rapidity of roorganization when the 
engagement was over. 
In an attack the 
second roupd invariably gave them the pre­ 
cise range for their shot and shell, while the 
French continued to flre wildly for a long time 
atter they began. 
In tho captured towns the 
energy and regularity of the Germans reduced 
all confusion to perfect order and tranquilli^ 
in a few hours. 
This oool, determined, long­ 
headed calculation has oonjoined with per­ 
fect soienoe in rendering the German inva­ 
sion and subsequent crowning 
suocesses 
irresistible. 
While tho French generals have 
been radiating from a centre—the heart of 
France—and scattering their forces in half a 
dozen directions, thereby insuring division and 
defeat in detail, the Germans have been 
steadily converging from different points on 
their Rhine frontier towards one grand ulti­ 
mate objective centre—the oi y of Paris. 
We 
have repeatedly indicated tho fun-like move- 
me-dt of the three armies first seat across the 
French frontier under the Crown Prince, 
Prince Frederick Charles and General Steiu- 
melz. 
The divergent lines of these three hosts 
swept like a broom over an arc of a circle ex­ 
tending from Strasbourg to Thionville; but as 
they began to approach the banks of the Meuse 
they commenced to reconverge towards Metz, 
around which they contracted into an ellipse 
that closed at last to an apex around Sedau 
and in so doing crushed the life out of MacMa- 
hou’s army, Bazaine, meanwhile, being com­ 
pletely smothered within its Interior radii. 
The great work at the north accomplished, we 
see this contracted ellipse st once expand again 
and branch out over all the roads from Sedan 
to St. Quentin and Rhelms, thence to recon- 
vergo by way of Soiscons and Senlis on Paris. 
But this is not all. 
Behind the armies thus 
advancing others are rapidly marching up to 
support the movement. 
A heavy column, 
moving northwestward along the Belgian fron­ 
tier, has already been signalled at Valen 
ciennes, in the Department du Nord. 
This 
would indicate an aim at the seacoast on the 
Straits of Dover, and the control of the lines of 
communication in that quarter with the Frenoh 
capital. 
Moreover, it is a powerful menace to 
overawe the Bel.ian government as well, with 
a view to some future design. 
Another com­ 
plete army is making its way from the vicinity 
ofMulhausen, in the 1),'partment of the Uaut 
R’uin, byway ofG uiumont and Troyes, directly 
towards Paris, and t:ie reserves are pushing 
on by regular and easy day’s marches over tho 
beaten track in the centre by way of Nancy, 
Bar-le-Duc and Vitry. 
If the reader will now 
glance at a good map of Franco he will see 
that the final movement resolves itself into an 
immense reinforced double seml-cirole, extend­ 
ing all tho way round from Valenciennes, 
not far from the 
North 
Sea, 
to Mnl- 
baiison, 
near 
Baden -and 
Switzerland, 
and embracing a circuit of several hundred 
miles. 
It 
closes 
in with 
fatal precision 
upon devoted Paris on three sides at once, 
and it neutralizes 
about 
fifteen depart­ 
ments of France, incHudiug some of the 
wealthiest, must populous and most active of 
the nation. 
The patience, the care and the minuteness of 
inquiry required to prepare the data and plan 
the moves for a game of military chess so 
colossal as this; the tremenduus resources, 
activity, valor and generalship in the field 
required to carry it out, reader the campaign 
thus sketched on the canvas by far the most 
complete of modern times. 
Should the cap­ 
ture of Paris crown tho work between this 
day and tho 1st of October the genius of the 
great Napoleon and the prowess of his soldiery 
will henceforth be assigned to the second place 
in history, after the profound skill of Vou 
MuUke and the efficiency of the sons of 
Fatherland.

The Knife and Pintol. 
The seatiment of the whole community re­ 
coils from the dally exhibit made by our 
criminal records of murder by the knife and 
pistol. 
Tho mania for this kind of crime ap 
pears to grow stronger in the oi!y. 
Judging 
from the police reports every morning we 
seem to breathe the very air of murder. 
In 
the domestic circle, in dens of drunkenness 
and vice, in the open streets murder runs riot. 
If we were to enumerate the number of homi­ 
cides which have occurred within even one 
week it would be appalling. 
They average at 
leaat two oases of a notorious and brutal 
character in every twonty-fonr hours. 
These 
cases of reckless or deliberate taking of human 
life present a variety of phases. 
Vengeance, 
jealousy, ungoverned momentary passion are 
the direct causes, but the indirect causes can 
be traced, in nine oases out of tan, to drunk­ 
enness, prod'joed by the use of certain terrible 
poisons, vended under numerous seductive 
That more murderous and drunkon 
affrays occur between Saturday midnight and 
Monday morning U proof positive that they 
have their origin in the ginshop; and yet these 
places are supposed to bs shut up during that 
interval. 
The police are expected to see that 
these dens are kept olosed. 
How far they per­ 
form their duty in this respect the sergeant’s 
book at the different station honses on Monday 
morning can best testify. 
We do not blame 
the police. 
Perhaps they do their best to en­ 
force the law ; but the fact is that certain 
classes of the community are so utterly de­ 
moralized ^ a t tho open deflanoo of all law has 
become the rule with them. 
The City Judge spoke wisely iu his charge 
to tho Grand Jury on Wednesday, when he 
directed their especial attention to the fre­ 
quency of crimes by the knife and pistol, and 
to the desperate condition of reckless disre­ 
gard for law into which large classes of 
society have fallen. 
Judge Bedford urged that 
the time bad oome when the authorities should 
make the desperadoes feel that retribution was 
surely awaitiug their crimes. 
While calling 
upon the Grand Juiy to present iudictments in 
all cases where a charge of murder has been 
made clear to them, he promised for the Dis­ 
trict Attorney and the courts that every aid 
should be given to stem the torrent of crime. 
We trust that it will turn out so, for the city 
has become of late the very hotbed of murder. 


The Balance o f Power In Europe. 
Among the many questions to which the 
wonderful success of Prussian arms has given 
birth not the leaat important is that which re­ 
lates to the balance of power. 
If Prussia 
maiutains her position, and we know no good 
reason to doubt that she will, the old equili­ 
brium which the diplomatists of the past deemed 
of so much importance will be seriously dis­ 
turbed. A united Germany inspired and made 
active by Prussian ambition will be far more 
than a match for France. 
No single Power on 
the Continent will be able to measure swords 
with her. 
Even Great Britain must be con­ 
tented to take an inferior place. 
Say what 
men may to the contrary, Germany has become 
the 
mightiest military Power in Enrope, 
mightier than any pne Power has been since 
the days of the first Napoleon. 
The only 
potent rival which she will have will be Rna- 
aia. 
For the present, it is not to be denied, 
Pruaala is much more than a match for Russia. 
Henoeforth nothing but an armed coalition cau 
prevent Prussia from doing as she will with 
each of the nations in detail. 
Under the 
former arrangement the checks and balances 
were such that no one Power had a dominat­ 
ing position. 
It remains to be seen how the 
different governments of Europe will act iu 
the circumstances. 
Prussia has now humbled, 
almost ruined, Austria. 
She has Just now 
dealt a heavy blow to France—a blow from 
which it will take Frauoe a long time to re­ 
cover. 
Prussia’s greatest rival now is Russia,

The prompt and decisive manner In which 
General Grant, as President of the United 
States, has instructed our Minister at Paria to 
duly recognize the now provisional government 
of France is an additional claim to the appro­ 
bation of the American people.

And, 
let us add, France needs now but a fair chance 
to shape her own destiny, without interference 
by reactionary intriguee, at home or abroad,

The OcHih of 
a Uoro. 
Marshal MacMahou, Duke of Magenta, was 
mortally wounded at his final defeat near 
Sedan, as commander of the Third army corps 
iu the present war. 
He was a descendant of 
an old princely Celtic family, which, after risk­ 
ing and losing all In the cause of the Stuarts, 
brought from Ireland to France their historic 
name and ancestral qualities, and Intermarried 
with tho ancient nobility of their adopted 
country. 
A French Marshal's baton was never 
bestowed upon a braver or a more skilful 
soldier. 
All are familiar with the deeds of bis 
heroic life, which has now been crowned by as 
boroic a death. 
Struggling against fearful 
odds, sustaining tlie courage of hia decimated 
troops, he fell, terribly wounded, with his face 
to the foe. 
If for a brief time the currents of 
bis life blood continued to flow, it was not 
only that he might display against lingering 
torments the same undaunted courage which 
had distinguished him in the shock of battle, 
but also that in lucid intervals he might eqjoy 
the proud salisfactlon of feeling that his 
would be the death of a hero. 
There has 
been no more memorable illuatratiou than 
this of the noble old Roman adage— Dulce el 
decorum eel pro patrHi rnori, 


A Little Sign.— At Nowoastle-on-Tyne, 
England, a large meeting was held on Wednes­ 
day night, to declare sympathy with France iu 
her struggle against Prussia. 
It gives a 
glimpse of the conditlous of the English social 
fabric, that the other day the English aris­ 
tocracy were In sympathy with the empire 
more than with Prussia because there was loss 
freedom In it, aud now the people sympathize 
more with the republic than with Germany { 
because there I» more freedom in it. 


Will P am s be B ombarded ?—The proba­ 
bilities are in favor of peace with the advance 
of the Prussians to the fortifications of the 
city, if not before. 
As after its great victory 
of Sadowa the Prussian army, heading for 
Vienna, was arrested and Inrned back by a 
treaty of peace, so it is expected that the 
present unopposed advance of the Prussians 
upon Paris after Sedan will be checked by 
negotiations and a treaty of peace in time to 
save the city from the horrors of a siege. 
As 
the enemy approaches the friends ot peaco 
within the walls iucreaso in numbers, aud 
every day’s march of the German armlea 
strenutheu» the cause of oaacw 


aloof from this engagement, 
and, 
if so, 
why stands she aloof? 
Her interests now 
and hereafter, like those of Russia, lie east­ 
ward, and not westward. 
The German pro­ 
vinces of Austria proper lean now rather to 
the great family confederation whose centre is 
Berlin than to the mixed nationalities repre­ 
sented at Vienna. 
Austria, therefore, stands 
aloof because of the fraternal sympathies ot 
the people of her Gorman provinces with the 
great German family, and because of the un­ 
certainty of her relations with tho Czar touch­ 
ing the Danublan territories. 
Russia and 
Austria are thus watching each other, for the 
mission of each lies in the same direction; and 
with or without the consent of Russia we may 
find before long the German section of Austria 
annexed to the German Confederation, and 
the Danublan Priucipalitles, as an equlvalcut, 
annexed to the Austrian empire. 
This, wo 
understand, is the programme of Von Beuat, 
and this, we believe, is why A-Jstria hesitates 
to enter with Russia into any engagement 
even iu behalf of peace. 


ProsreM In France. 
The way France has been swindled in regard 
to her armies will naturally remind the 
thoughtful reader of the way things are done 
in this metropolis; and as we are naturally 
supposed to be at the head of the progrcn^ivo 
spirit of the age It is something for France 
to be up to us. 
It very frequently happened 
in our old Street Department that there was a 
striking discrepancy between the men of which 
one foreman had charge iu the street and the 
men with which he was accredited on the pay 
rolls. 
The rolls would say, perhaps, that he 
bad 
fifty men, 
and 
on 
pay day the 
money would 
issue for the 
paymeal; of 
litty men; but in fact the foreman would 
only have twenty, though no oae over heard 
that the superfluous pay for thirty men was 
returned. 
By this excellent system the streets 
were kept in tolerable order and some amiable 
men got rich. 
It now appears that tho same 
happily conceived syscom has flourished in 
France and has not strengtiioaed tho imperial 
army. 
Pay there was issued for nearly five 
hundred thousand men, and the country de­ 
voutly believed it had that many soldiers, but 
pay was drawn for a hundred thousand men 
more than were in the army. 
Somebody got 
rich, no doub*, but Franco has fallen. 


The W o m en V o ters 
oe W y o m in g.—The 
female suil’rago advocates, who hava been 
remarkably quiet of late, v/iil find new cause 
for congratulation, and, we fear, for agitation, 
in the fact that the women of Wyoming, who 
havo bcoa working pioneers iu tke movement, 
voted yesterday, and with such excellent 
effect, too, that they elected their man as dele­ 
gate to Congress, changing tho complexion of 
at least one talking member of that body from 
democratic to republican. 
We take It for 
granted, of course, that the voting women all 
voted the republican ticket;. for, notwithstand­ 
ing some of the diatribes which Susan B. 
Anthony and Elizabeth Cady Stanton now 
and then hurl against the republican party, the 
women and the women’s rigliLcrs flock to the 
party of moral Ideas and fanciful quips and 
fanatical quirks as naturally as a babe takes to 
its mother’s milk. This being the case, and tho 
women of Wyoming having done such yeoman 
service for tho party at tho offset, we demand 
better treatment ot thorn hereafter by the 
press aud Congressmen of the radical stripe.

aristocracy. 
Though the Germans, in their 
cuthusiastio admiration of King William, may 
make him Emperor of Germany, or the Prus­ 
sians continue his dynasty in Prussia, there is 
good reason to hope more liberal and demo­ 
cratic institutions will be claimed and con­ 
ceded in the Fatherland. 
If there be not a 
German republic immediately there must be an 
approach to that. 
As a result of the war, 
therefore, the people of France and Germany 
abould, and we think will, oome nearer to 
each other. 
The wars springing from dynas­ 
tic ambition being over, or greatly checked, 
and the people of these two great nations hav­ 
ing a common causo in establishing freedom 
and peaco, we may hope that the present war 
will soon cease. 
If the voice of America wore to be heeded 
by tho belligerents—and wo have reason to 
believe they are not indifferent to it—the con­ 
queror will be liberal and moderate in his de­ 
mands and the conquered will yield something 
rather than continue a bloody and almost 
hopeless struggle. 
The German people, in 
the flush of success and for the moment, might 
clamor for territorial compensation, for the 
cession of Alsace and Lorraine, but would it not 
be unwise to humiliate Franco so much? 
Might not that arouse all France and continue 
the war to the last extremity? 
Overwhelming 
and splendidly handled as the German armies 
are, the French republic, romomboring the 
wonderful success and glories of their republi­ 
can armies at the first revolution, might be­ 
come furious and do desperate things. 
Be­ 
sides, it is not likely that a peace made upon 
such a basis, if that bo possible, could con­ 
tinué. 
France would smart under the humili­ 
ation, and as soon as she would recover fully 
from tho present straggle would make an 
e.Toi't, probably, to raoonquer her lost posses­ 
sions, 
The professed object of Prussia in this 
war—namely, to obtain guarantees of pe.aco for 
the future—would be defeated, perhaps, by 
such a dismeinbermont of France. 
Nor should 
Prussia be too exacting in a money compensa­ 
tion fur tho cost of the w ar; for France has a 
stupendous debt, and a heavy demand of that 
sort just now would tend to paralyze both the 
action of the new republican government and 
the industry of the country. 
Nothing would 
tend so much to bury the memories of the war, 
to cement peace and to make the two natious 
friends as magnanimity on tho part of Prussia— 
as an effort on her part to raise Franoe from 
its prostrate conditloa rather than to be ex­ 
acting. 
It has been intimated that Prussia 
would insist upon holding, at least for a time, 
some of the most important French fortresses 
along tho Rhino border as a guarantee of peace. 
This would seem a reasonable and moderate 
demand for the conqueror to make. 
Franoe 
could hardly resist that. 
It wonld certainly 
be better to concede so much rather than 
continue tho war. 
But tho proposition said to 
have been suggested or mads by Jalea Favre 
for a general disarmament would be tho best 
security for peace and would save an endr- 
mous sum of money to the people and goveror 
monts. 
All the talk In Franca about fighting It out 
to the last ditch or of not making peaoo while 
a Prussian soldier Is on Frenoh soil is folly. 
It does very well to gratify the vanity and 
soothe the wounded pride of the Frenoh for 
a time, but stern necessity and that solid wall 
of Prussian bayonets—of three or four hundred, 
thousand mem composing, perhaps, the most 
magoificont and best disciplined army that 
ever cxisted-m ust soon change this defiant 
tone. France Is not in a position to continue the 
war. She requires peace. The new republican, 
-govomroent needs peace to keep down the; 
dangerous elements of society and to oslabllaj\ j 
both its power and the liberties of tho people. 
This peaco should come at once, before tho 
Prussians besiege Paris, before any fuithor 
huualliation and excitement occur. 
It is to be 
hoped, Uierofure, that the republican govorif- 
ment of Franco will meet King William bofora 
he reaches tho walls of Paris with terms of 
I peace auch aa he can accept. 
And we Uooq 
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'tbeK In* will be liberal and magnanimoui. 
A t to a guarantoe of future jwace, Prutsl* hat 
got that roall; through the woudorful success 
,of her arms. ' There Is no fear ol France ever 
tnaklng war on Germany asaln for supremacy 
5n Earopo or from dynastic ambition. 
France 
wUl remain a mighty nation, an equal with the 
first Powers, but she can never again claim to 
be the controlling Power. 
This war has fixed 
the political status both of Germany and 
France In the affairs of Europe. 
A prolonged 
war would not change this. 
There Is nothing 
really to continue the war for, and If Prussia 
will be magnanimous In the hour of victory 
and Fill ’ 
will yield something in her defeat 
for the sake of peace the war can bo closed at 
onoe, and these two great civilized and pro­ 
gressive countries of Europe may become firm 
flriends. 
That is the advice and hope of 
America.

When King William had gained bis first suc­ 
cesses in France he published a proclamation, 
designed for distribution among the people, 
declaring that the war be waged was not 
against France but against Napoleon. 
Since 
then Napoleon has been disastrously defeated 
in half a dozen engagements, penned up and 
eaptured, and Is now a prisoner. 
His wife, 
the E mpress, is a fugitive from her palace, 
and his son Louis is a sick little exile in Eng­ 
land. 
What additional victories over Napo­ 
leon can the King of Prussia hope for? 
Is 
there a more complete success of one armed 
foe over another detailed In history? 
We 
think not; for In overcoming Napoleon King 
William has scattered bis family, overthrown 
his dynasty, and even rendered him contempti­ 
ble, personally, in the eyes of the people ho 
governed. 


And yet King William continues the occupa­ 
tion of 
the 
points 
ho 
has 
gained in 
Franco, still beleaguers the 
fortresses of 
Metz and 
Strasbourg, 
and 
is 
marching 
with heavy columns on Puris itscdf. 
Napoleon 
is no longer bis objective point. 
Napoleon 
has dropped so completely out of the war that 
his name is barely mentioned in the news 
despatches. 
He wages war now against the 
republic of France, and 
not against the 
em pire; against Jules Favrc and Vietor Hugo 
and Leon Gambetta, not against Napoleon; 
against th e people, not against a dynasty. 
The new republic rejoiced in the capture of 
Napoleon just as the Prussians and the Prussian 
King rejoiced. 
Its first breath was accorded 
it through a great Prussian victory. 
Jt would 
have remained dormant for many years yet If 
the Prussians had been defeated as Napoleon 
was. 
If William of Prussia really meant v/ar 
against Napoleon alone his war is ended. 
He 
has no right now to wage war against republi­ 
can France, inimical to Napoleon, or to force 
upon her 
consequences ol the war against 
Napoleon. 
What can the French republic do 
except resist to the deafh ? H er people can­ 
not refase to take up the tangled thread of war. 
They cannot propose terms of peace or ask for 
them while the victorious foe is marching with 
swinging strides on Paris. They cannot betray 
tho mimorles of MacMahon and Douay, and 
of the thousands of leaser note that have 
fallen. 
They cannot go back on tho gallant 
defenders of Strasbourg imJ Metz. 
They can­ 
not refuse to fight, although tho war was cojn- 
mencod by Napoleon fur 
the purpose of 
perpetuating 
his 
empiie against the very 
republic that is thus coiupellod to lake up Lis 
quarrel. 
Did ever young republic commence 
Ufo with such a vexatious dilemma pressing 
upon it from the start ? 


Tub F eenoh Im perial Fam ily.—The late 
Emperor of the French, Napoleon the Third, 
is at Wilhelmshobe Castle, near Cassel, Ger­ 
many, a prisouer of war, with an immenso 
train of attendants; the ex-Emprcss Euge'nie 
is a guest of tho Hoogvoim family, at their 
Chateau of Meyose, near Brussels, Belgium ; 
and the Prince Imperial, under the shargo of 
Ilia Governor, is at Hastings, England. 
The

With the conclusion of a treaty of 
peace between Germany and France tho Em­ 
peror wiU doubtless be given his liberty, and 
in all probabiUty wilt csiabliah his residence 
with his family in England.

A cable telegram announces that M. Ledru-Ro'Ulu 
has been appointed by the republican government 
of Franco Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
Slatea, to succeetl M. Berthémy. The new Minister 
was bom in Farls, on the 2d of February, 18U8. 
His 
father was the (Ubttngulsbed physician, Dr. Jacques 
riitllppc laidin, member of the Academy of Medicine 
and of the Society of Antiquaries. Ho is also a 
giaudson 
of Dr. Nicholas I’lillippc Ledru, the 
lamons 
prcsii.llgltuteur, who 
was 
known 
as 
••Cornos.” 
DesUucd for llie bar, the subject of this sketch, af­ 
ter receiving a tiue education, engaged In the stndy 
of his future profession, and lu 13110 passed his ex­ 
amination wiin distinction and was licensed to 
practice. Bhorily after, for Uie purpose of being 
more easily distinguished from a brother advocate, 
M. Charles Ledru, he adopted the name of Roliin 
from Ids great-grandmother on the maternal side. 
It was not until 1832 that he atiainc<l to prominence. 
During this year, after Hie insurrection of June, he 
attracted attention by hts opposition to a continu­ 
ance of the state of siege lu which Fans had been 
declared. He also then avowed himself a leimbll- 
can and a representative of the Communist in­ 
terest. 
He defended all the rcinibllc.iu I'.apcr- 
prosecuted by the government, of which he siea iii.i 
remained a bitter uppoueut. M. Lodru-Roiiiu iiNo 
defended numerous person.s charged with poUticai 
offenucB. In 13S» he was a cauuidate ler ufflue, 
but was defeated. It would be imposstblo in the 
brief space nt our disposal to narrate all the events 
lu bis career from this time until 1848. He was cou- 
eplcuous In all the political movemenu of the day. 
At the bar he defied the King and hla supporters, 
and in his speeches and uumerons works gafe 
expression to the most intense hostility to mon­ 
archical institutions. 
Sent to the Chamber of 
DepuUes, hla bold avowal of bis opluluus le- 
•uit.d in 
blfl being 
abandoned 
by 
all 
the 
diflerent factions of the opposition. He did not 
yield, however. 
Even the republican organ of Paris, 
the national, declined 
to aid 
him. 
NotlHiig 
daunted, M. Ledm-P.oliln founded the It>iforiii news­ 
paper, through the columns of which he advocated 
the cause of democracy with a vehomence equalled 
only by his speeches. 
After the revoluüon of 1848 It was proposed to tho 
Chambers to accept Couui de Paris as kiag under 
the regency ot the Duchess of Orleans, and for a 
while the inajorlty seemed favorably inclined to the 
propoBliion. 
M. Ledru-Rollln, who had watched 
the several phases of the conflict In the streets, and 
bad taken part In the struggle himseil, at this mo­ 
ment entered the Chamlier. Mou' ting tiie tribuue, 
ho delivered an oration in opposillou to tue scheme 
which elicited me applause of even M. Lamartine, 
fiud went far towards preventing Its accotnpllsli- 
ment. On tue oigaulxation of the provisional gov­ 
ernment he was made Minister of the interior, a 
poelLon ne lUled until the permaneni government 
was Inntalleil. After the election <>f *i.ouis Napoleon 
ho went ln:o oppostlon, and m 184» was implicated 
in a conspiracy to overUirow the Piesideut. Or.lers 
were! Issued for liis arrest, but he ha l been pre- 
Tiously warned, and was en ronfe for England be­ 
fore the ortlcers visited his resldeuce. Boon after, 
lie was couuemiiod by deiaiiit 
to 
iranspoitu- 
tion, which sentence, of course, wa« never cur­ 
ried Into effect. 
Ill 1857 hi was ciiaiged wim 
being concerned with MazzinI and others in a cou- 
wpnacy against the life of Lor 
^ ,pt,ieon. W hether 
the evidence was true or not cannot be ascertained, 
but u was held by the imperial govci nnient snll- 
clently strong to warrant the excejitlon of nis name 
from me genenU amnesty of isijo. uy the last 
nronesiy, liowcver, he was periiHtted to return to 
France, which he did, but he had not been back 
Joug belorc lie was again accused ol con-piung, and 
v a s Ibrccd lo srck ssieiy In fliglif. 
During his ex;ie M. Lcdni-Roilln resided nlicr- 
nateiy In la>ndon snd Brussels. He li.is written a 
large niiniiK-'r of legal and pullilcal works. Of the 
latter, his "La DO. adcuce de I’Angleicirc ’ Is well 
known to English readeis for i»« bitter otfHck on the 
issDMiUuAik ill ivug^ua.

Indeed, her triumph was 
confidently onUclpated at tbo start, and the mishap 
which occurred to her was regretted by all.

to the last ditch or of not making peace whilo 
a Prussian soldier is oa French soil is folly. 
It does very well to gratify the vanity and 
soothe the wounded pride of the French for 
a lime, but stern necessity and that solid wall 
of Prussian bayonets—of three or four hundred 
thousand men, composing, perhaps, tha most 
magnificent and best disciplined army that 
ever existed—must soon change this defiant 
tone. France is not in a position to continue tho 
war. She requires peace. The new republican 
government needs paace to keep down tha 
dangerous elements of society and to establish 
both its power and the liberties of the people. 
This peace should coma at once, before tha 
Prussians besiege Paris, before any lurther 
humiliation and excitement occur. 
It is to ba 


hoped, therefore, that tha republican govern- 
ment of France will meet King William before 
ho reaches the walla of Paris with terms oi 
.peace such aa ha can. accent- 
And wo hoc« 


will bo liberal anil magnanimous. 


,As to a guara-ilBo of future peace, Prussia lias 
got that really throu/n tiio wonderful success 
(of her arms. 
Tuoro is no fear of France over 


•making war on Gwiaany again for supremacy 
Su 13-iropc or from dynastic ambition. Prance 
f\vl!l remain a mijlity nation, an equal with the 
Hirst Powers, Init she cau never again claim to 
hio tho controlling Power. This war has fixed 
••tiie political stains both of Germany and 
JFrar.co n the affairs of Europe. A prolonged 
rtvar would not change this. There is nothing 
(really to continue the war for, and if Prussia 
will be magnanimous ia the hour of victory 
fend Francs will yield something ia her defeat 
Sbr the sake of peaces the war can be closed at 
'once, and thess two great civilized and pro- 
gressive countries of Europe may become firm 
friends. 
That is tho advice and hope of 


America.

•the S mprcss, is a fugitive from her palace, 
and his son Louis is a sick little exile ia Eng- 
land. What additional victories over Napo- 
•leon can the King of Prussia hops for?

'jthere a more complete success of one armed 
ifoa over another detailed in history? 
We 


ithink not; for in overcoming Napoleon King 
fWllUara has scattered his family, overthrown 
ihis dynasty, and even rendered hisn contempti- 
ble, personally, in the eyes of the people he 
governed. 


And yet King William continues the occupa- 


tion of 
the 
points he has 
gained in 


France, still beleaguers the 
fortresses of 


Mela and 
Strasbourg, and is marching 


with heavy columns en Paris itself. 
Napoleon 


is no longer his objective point. Ntpoleon 
las dropped so completely out of the war that 
Tiis uu3io is baroly mentioned in the news 
despatches. He wajes war now against the 
republic of France, and not against the 
empire; against Jules Favre and Victor Hugo 
and Leon Gambetta, not agaicst Napoleon; 
against the psople, not against a dynasty. 


T!io new republic rejoiced in the capture of 


Napoleon just as the Prussians and the Prussian 
King rejoiced. Its first breath was accorded 
It through a great Prussian victory. It would 
Jr.ive remained dormant for many years yet if 
the PiuBsians had boon defeated as Napoleon 
•was. If William of Prussia really meant war 
Egaiusl Napoleon alone his war is endjd. He 
Las r.o right now to waga war against republi- 
can France, inimical to Napoleoa, or to force 
upon her the conssqusncas of the war against 
Kapolaoa. What can the French republic do 
exctpt resist to the death ? Her people can- 
not refuse to take up the tangled thread of war. 
They cannot propose terms of peace or ask for 
them while the victorious foe ia marching with 
svvhigins strides on Paris. They cannot betray 
tha memories of JIacMahon and Douay, and 
of tho thousands of lesser note that have 
i'allca. They cannot go back on the gallant 
'defenders of Strasbourg and jtfetz. 
They can- 


not refuse to fight, although the war was com- 
ttuenced by Napoleon for tho purpose of 
perpetuating his empire against the very 
republic that is thus compelled to take up his 
-quarrel. Did ever young republic commence 
,Iife with Bach a vexatious dilemma pressing 
'upon it from the start?
